CLEVELASD, Ohio, Dec. 3.— A 


special from Canton, Ohip, says: 
This morning Mrs. Nancy Allison 
McKinley was reported sinking rap- 
idly and the end appeared near. All 
night long the little group around 
the bedside of the venerable woman 
anxiously watched for news of the 
train which was bearing the vener- 
able woman's distinguished son 
from his post at the nation's capital 
to her humble cottage. Before she 
relapsed into unconsciousness she 
was given to understand that her 
son had started for Canton from the 
capital. The train bearing the pres- 
ident reached Pittsburg at 7 :15. 


At each stop during the night. 


word had been flashed to Canton of 
his progress and at each stop a yel- 
low missive told him that he was 
still in the lead in his thrilling race 
withthe grim reaper. Finally tired 
nature asserted herself and the pres- 
ident retired to sleep. As soon as 
Pittsbnrg was reached Judge Day 
accepted the offer of the railroad 
company and a special engine was 
attached 
to 
the 
car. The 


president 
at 
that 
time 
was 


stil asleep. Without the loss of a 
moment, the special engine dashed 
out of the, smoky city. All trains 
on the route were put on side tracks 
and the last 101 miles were reeled 
off in two honrs. At 8 :55 the presi- 
dent reached Canton, His mothar 
was Still alive. 


Upon his arrival at the home of 


his mother President McKinley en- 
tered the sick room and knelt by the 
bedside. She was unconscious. The 
little family group was complete. 
Now all that remained was to wait 
for death and hope that before it 
came the mother would be able, 
once more, to recognize her loving 
children. 


CASTON, Ohio, Dec. 3.— As the day 


wore on Mrs. McKinley remained 
apparently in the same condition as 
at early morning. 
She was uncon- 


scious and showed no evidence oi 
suffering and seemed to be passing 
quietly into the sleep of death. The 
president and other members of the 
family were at her bedside intent on 
doing everything possible to contri 
bute to her comfort and hoping al 
most without faith for a rally an( 
fora sign of recognition.

by the attending physician,

be electrocuted in the week begin- 
ning January 10,1>OS. 


When Thorn -was brought into 


court in Long Island City he step- 
ped as briskly, waiting between 
two officers, as he had done on tho 
days when he was on trial. He 
preserved the same ailm, imper- 
turbable expression of countenance 
that he had worn every crisis in tho 
working ont of his fate during the 
trial, and when, as a preliminary to 
the passing of sentence of death, 
Justice Maddox put the customary 
questions to him he responded 
promptly, collectedly and -without 
outward evidence of emotion.

TOPEKA. Kas., Dec. 3.—Owing to 


;he extremely dry weather this fall 
water was never so scarce in the 
listory of Lyon county as it is to- 
day. Einnona is at the junction of 
she Neosho and the Cottonwood 
rivers and for weeks not a drop of 
water has been flowing in either. In 
many places the beds of both rivers 
are as dry as a sandy desert. So 
meagre is the supply above the dam 
"in the Neosho, from which the city 
receives its supply, that the city 
council has taken the most string- 
ent methods to curtail the use of 
water from the hydrants and has 
entirely stopped the supply to all 
users of water motors.

Every effort was made by 


them to save you. After that the 
jury fonnd you guilty of mnrder in 
the first degree, and the punish- 
ment for that is death. 


"Reflect upon it. 
Reflect upon 


the death of him whom you slew. 
It is the duty of the court to ftx a 
time for the execution, the law pro- 
nonnced the punishment. I shall 
give you a reasonable time. The 
law permits me to do that. It is 
needless 
for me to state any-

case, 
more 
than 
to 


gay that the evidence justifies the 
verdict. The judgement of 
the 


court is that, you shall be taken 
hence to the state prison at Sing 
Sing within a reasonable time, and 
that yoo shall be executed in the 
form prescribed by law in the week 
beginning January 10, 1898." 


Thorn listened without moving a 


muscle and when the judge had fin- 
ished he inclined his head slightly 
forward, as if bowing to the court. 
The prisoner's lawyers then handed 
np an affidavit applying for an ap- 
peal. Justice Maddox took the affi 
davit and will pass on it later. 
Thorn was then led to the jail be- 
low. It is likely that the condemed 
man will be removed to Sing Sing 
this afternoon.

The report of Secretary Mohler

Fourteen of the applicants were < 
fonnd to be in immediate need of 
assistance, the remainder having 
been cared for through the various 
benevolent agencies of the city.
